2. The 10 Division is composed of five regiments and one mountain gun battalion* 

The five regiments are designated as the 21, 22, 23, 2U, and Special Service 
regiments* The total division strength is 15,000. 

3. The 21 Regiment is at ETuhsi (120-18, 31-35), the 22 Regiment is at Putung 
(121-32, 31-110 , and the 23 Regiment is at Sungchiang (121-15), 31-01). The 
quality of these troops and their equipment is good. The mountain gun battalion 
has eight to nine guns* Each regiment has six to nine guns and six to eight 

32 mm mortars. Each, battalion has six to eight heavy machine guns. The strength 
of each infantry conn any is 160 non. Each company is equipped with nine to 
twelve light machine guns, three 60 mn mortars, three grenade launchers, nine 
rifle grenade launchers, twelve Thompson sub-machine guns, forty carbines, and 
eleven rifles.
